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Khomeini  calls  for  unity 


TEHRAN,  Iran  (AP)  —  Ayatollah 
Ruhollah  Khomeini  urgently  appealed 
for  national  unity  Thursday  after  two 
days  of  clashes  between  opponents  and 
supporters  of  Iran’s  Islamic  Constitu¬ 
tion  that  was  overwhelmingly  ap¬ 
proved  by  voters  this  week.  He  asked 
the  nation  to  focus  instead  on  the  con¬ 
flict  with  the  United  States. 

At  the  same  time,  Foreign  Minister 
Sadegh  Ghotbzadeh  said  he  and 
Khomeini  agreed  the  U.N.  Security 
Council  resolution  on  the  U.S.-Iran 
crisis  was  a  “step  forward”  to 
negotiated  settlement,  the  official  Pars 
news  agency  reported.  The  crisis  cen¬ 
ters  on  demands  that  the  ousted  shah 
be  sent  to  Iran  in  return  for  the  release 
of  50  American  hostages  held  in  the  oc¬ 
cupied  U.S.  Embassy  since  Nov.  4. 

The  revolutionary  leader  issued  his 
unity  call  after  meeting  in  the  holy  city 
of  Qom  with  Ayatollah  Mohammed 
Kazem  Shariat-Madari,  who  has  said 
the  Islamic  charter  does  not  give  ade¬ 
quate  autonomy  to  Iran’s  minorities 
and  vests  too  much  power  in 
Khomeini. 

“Do  not  quarrel  between  yourselves 
and  focus  on  the  one  and  only  enemy  . . 

.  It  is  your  religious  duty  and  national 
responsibility  to  concentrate  on  the 
confrontation  with  the  United  States,” 
Khomeini  said  in  a  nation-wide  radio 
broadcast. 

Khomeini  and  Shariat-Madari,  the 
most  powerful  leaders  of  Iran’s 
predominant  Shiite  Moslem  sect,  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  in  essential  agreement  on 
national  policy  and  the  new  charter 
despite  clashes  between  their 
followers. 

Two  people  were  killed  and  eight 
wounded  Wednesday  in  a  demonstra¬ 
tion  near  Shariat-Madari’s  house  in 
Qom,  100  miles  south  of  here.  One  of 
Shariat-Madari’s  personal  guards  was 
killed  in  the  incident,  but  reports  dif¬ 
fered  on  whether  the  other  victim  was 


a  Shariat-Madari  supporter  or  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Khomeinfs  revolutionary 
guards. 

In  his  unity  call  Khomeini  said, 
“The  tragedy  that  occurred  at  Shariat- 
Madari’s  home  was  caused  by  plotters 
and  must  be  condemned.  You  should 
make  sure  such  plots  are  not 
repeated.” 

Shariat-Madari’s  supporters  in 
Tabriz,  capital  of  the  Azerbaijan 
Province  300  miles  northwest  of  here, 
took  over  the  state  radio-television  sta¬ 
tion,  saying  tjiey  mistrusted  broadcast 
reports  their  leader  had  called  for 
calm.  In  a  telephone  interview,  a 


spokesman  said  the  protesters  num¬ 
bered  30,000  and  would  heed  only  a 
broadcast  by  Shariat-Madari  himself. 

The  demonstrators,  members  of 
Azerbaijan’s  predominant  Turkish 
population,  also  said  they  opposed  the 
new  Islamic  Constitution  because  it 
did  not  give  them  enough  autonomy. 
Leftists  and  centerist  parties  joined 
leaders  of  Iran’s  Turkish,  Kurdish, 
Turkomen,  Baluchi,  and  Arab 
minorities  in  calling  for  a  boycott  of 
the  vote. 

According  to  official  election  results, 
99.6  percent  of  those  voting  endorsed 
the  charter,  which  mandates 


theocratic  government  and  confirms 
Khomeini,  79,  as  ruler  for  life. 

Ghotbzadeh  disclosed  the  apparent 
softening  of  Khomeini’s  stance  in  the 
U.S.-Iran  crisis  after  conferring  with 
him  in  Qom,  Pars  said.  Khomeini  had 
rejected  in  advance  any  steps  taken  by 
the  Security  Council,  alleging  it  was 
under  U.S.  control. 

•Regarding  the  U.N.  Security  Coun¬ 
cil  decision,  we  of  course  have  noticed 
that  this  is  not  a  resolution  condemn¬ 
ing  us.  .  .  .  This  resolution  is  a  step 
forward,”  Ghotbzadeh  was  quoted  as 
saying.

“The  government  wants  people  in 
housing  and  has  liberal  policies  to  help 
people  get  in  homes,”  Romney  said. 
“Our  office  will  go  as  far  as  we  can  to 
make  that  dream  come  true.” 

Jerry  Gilnar,  vice  president  of 
Walker  Bank  in  Orem,  said  the 
monthly  mortage  can  be  no  larger  than 
25  percent  of  the  couple’s  income. 

“To  qualify  for  a  loan  on  a  home, 
generally  a  couple  may  not  have  debt 
of  over  33  percent  of  their  combined  in¬ 
comes,”  he  said.  “This  includes  their 
house  payment.” 

The  average  cost  of  homes  across  the 
nation  varies  greatly.  According  to 
Chase  Econometrics  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  the  average  price  of  a  new  home 
in  the  Salt  Lake  City  and  Ogden  areas, 
which  is  an  area  with  relatively  low 
mortgage  rates,  is  $65,000. 

Mark  Walsh,  a  spokesman  for  the 
company  said  the  price  of  homes  in 
other  areas  is  much  higher. 

In  the  Los  Angeles,  Orange  County 
market  the  average  cost  per  new  home 
is  $93,400,  he  explained.  In  the  Denver 
area,  a  new  home  costs  $77,100,  and  in 
the  Washington,  D.C.  market  the 
average  cost  per  home  is  $100,000. 

Chase  Econometrics  also  gave  some 
forecasts  for  housing  costs.  The  me¬ 
dian  price  for  a  single  family  dwelling 
in  the  United  States  in  1978  was  $55,- 
792,  Walsh  said.  In  1979,  the  cost  in¬ 
creased  13  percent  to  $63,074. 


In  1980,  Walsh  said  a  new  home 
would  cost  the  buyer,  $69,097,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  9.55  percent  over  this  year. 

Students  in  college  today  can  expect 
to  pay  $77,455  in  1981  and  $85,930  in 
1982  for  a  new  home,  Walsh  continued. 
By  the  year  1985  the  average  cost  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  reach  $108,431. 

In  the  next  year  when  the  interest 
rate  is  expected  to  drop,  Max  Elliott, 
bank  manager  of  The  First  Security 
Bank  in  Provo  said,  “with  interest 
rates  at  11  percent  and  the  average 
price  of  a  home  in  Utah  Valley  at  $65,- 
000,  a  young  couple  would  be  required 
to  put  between  20  and  25  percent  of  the 
mortgage  value  down,  which  is  about 
$16,000.” 

“With  a  $50,000  mortgage  and  a  30- 
year  loan,  the  monthly  payment  would 
be  $476.17,  Elliott  said.  “This  is  just 
principal  and  interest,  insurance  and 
taxes  are  not  included. 

“To  qualify  to  buy  an  average  home 
with  a  conventional  loan  a  couple 
would  need  a  combined  income  of  ap¬ 
proximately  $1,900  per  month,”  Elliott 
said. 

Insurance  would  be  approximately 
$15  per  month  on  the  average  home, 
and  taxes  would  be  approximately  $50

DALLAS  (AP)  —  For  thousands  of 
Japanese-Americans,  the  bombs  that 
turned  Pearl  Harbor  into  a  funeral 
pyre  38  years  ago  today  signal  an  ugly 
change  in  American  mood.  Some  see 
that  mood  rising  again  in  the  anti- 
Iranian  demonstrations  sweeping  the 
United  States. 

The  naval  base  in  Hawaii  was 
obliterated  on  Dec.  7,  1941,  and  the 
United  States  declared  war  on  Japan. 

Within  a  few  days  of  Pearl  Harbor, 
“people  became  very  aggressive  and  ‘a 
Jap  is  a  Jap  is  a  Jap,’  recalled  Hiroo 
Fukuyama,  who  was  20  in  1941.  “The 
only  difference  between  that  and  the 
Iranian  students  now  is  that  it  (the 
anti-Japanese  feeling)  involved 
American  citizens. 

Why  did  the  Americans  react  with 
such  prejudice? 

“I  think  it’s  a  fear  that  they  have 
because  the  nation  was  a  very  young 
nation”  and  had  no  strong,  solid' 
culture  of  its  own,  Fukuyama  said, 
adding  that  he  believes  that  fear  has 
returned  with  the  Iranian  crisis. 

But  he  said  Iranian  students  should 
be  allowed  to  stay  in  the  country,  and 
Shah  Mohammad  Reza  Pahlavi  should 
be  turned  over  to  Iran  or  to  a  world 
court. 

Dr.  Masashi  Kawasaki,  a  Dallas 
physician,  was  sent  to  a  Canadian 
relocation  camp  at  Slocan,  British 
Columbia,  when  he  was  14. 

“In  one  sense,  the  Iranian  situation 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  if  it  weren’t  for 
the  hostages,  they  wouldn’t  be  doing  it.

Power  rates  to  increase

Seeking  to  keep  power  supplies 
equal  to  the  demands  of  Provo’s  grow¬ 
ing  population,  Provo’s  City  Com¬ 
missioners  accepted  Thursday  the 
Power  Department’s  recommendation 
to  increase  electric  rates  by  nine  per¬ 
cent. 

“If  you  took  the  average  residential 
bill,  you’ll  have  right  around  $1  more 
per  month,”  Utilities  Director  Bud 
Bonnett  said  of  the  rate  increase. 

Cost  per  kilowatt  hour  will  run  bet¬ 
ween  2  1/2  cents  and  2  3/4  cents,  he 
said. 

Public  notice  and  a  public  hearing 
on  the  matter  are  required  before  the 
Commissioners  can  give  the  final  ap¬ 


proval  to  increase  customers’  electric 

City  Recorder  Jean  Eklund  said  the 
public  hearing  will  be  held  sometime 
during  the  first  few  weeks  in  January.  . 

“Inflation  is  part  of  the  reason  for 
the  rate  increase,  but  growth  is  the  ma¬ 
jor  factor,”  Bonnett  explained.  “We 
have  about  20,000  accounts  now.  We 
increased  by  slightly  over  1,000  hook¬ 
ups  this  year.” 

Commissioner  Anagene  Meecham  , 
added  that  the  1,000  new  hook-ups 
figure  is  misleading.  Actual  service  has 
increased  much  more  than  by  1,000 
customers  because  often  several  hous¬ 
ing  units  are  under  one  hook-up. 

Presently,  about  90  percent  of

Monthly  food  prices  up  2.6  percent 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Led  by 
sharply  higher  prices  for  poultry  and 
beef,  wholesale  food  prices  increased 
by  2.6  percent  in  November,  the  worst 
monthly  increase  in  five  years  and  a 
clear  warning  that  consumers  face 
higher  grocery  bills  in  weeks  ahead. 

Overall  wholesale  prices  increased 
1.3  percent  during  the  month  and  were 
up  at  an  annual  rate  of  12.8  percent  for 
the  year,  the  Labor  Department  said 
Thursday. 

The  increase  makes  it  virtually  cer¬ 
tain  that  1979  will  be  the  worst  year  for 
inflation  at  the  wholesale  level  since 
1974,  when  prices  rose  18.3  percent. 
Wholesale  prices  increased  9.1  percent 
last  year. 

Energy  prices  rose  by  2.5  percent  in 
November,  the  smallest  amount  since 


February,  but  were  still  62.7  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

The  increase  in  food  prices,  the 
largest  since  a  4.2  percept  rise  in 
November  of  1974,  means  consumers 
will  be  paying  more  for  groceries  in  the 
near  future,  especially  for  meat  items. 

Poultry  prices  increased  21.5  per¬ 
cent,  while  beef,  veal  and  pork  prices 
also  rose  sharply  after  declining  in  Oc¬ 
tober, 

Wholesale  price  changes  are  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  Producer  Price  Index, 
which  reports  prices  at  three  levels:  the 
wholesale  —  or  finished  goods  —  level, 
when  goods  are  ready  for  sale  to  the 
final  user;  the  intermediate  level, 
where  they  have  received  some 
processing;  and  the  crude  level,  where 
goods  have  not  yet  received  any 
processing. 


Prices  of  finished  goods  other  than 
food  rose  0.8  percent  in  November, 
down  from  a  1.4  percent  increase  in 
October.  Price  changes  at  the 
wholesale,  or  finished  goods  level, 
usually  show  up  at  the  retail  level  in  a 
month  dr  two. 

Retail  prices  increased  at  a  13  per¬ 
cent  annual  rate  during  the  first  10 
months  of  the  year,  the  fastest  rate 
since  1946  when  the  government  lifted 
World  War  II  price  controls. 

After  months  of  optimistic  forecasts, 
Carter  administration  economists  now 
say  inflation  at  the  retail  level,  as 
measured  by  the  Consumer  Price  In¬ 
dex,  probably  will  be  near  13  percent 
this  year,  up  from  9  percent  in  1978. 
The  original  target  for  the  year  was  7.4 
percent. 


In  addition  to  trimming,  Halsey  said  his  work  includes 
treating  trees  using  actual  surgical  procedures  m  order  to 
combat  disease. 

One  such  procedure  is  bark-lining.  “We  cut  a  circle  of  the 
outer  bark  away  and  then  paint  the  area  with  a  blackish 
substance  to  enhance  callous  growth  so  the  area  grows  shut 
from  the  sides  of  the  cut,”  said  Halsey.  “In  essence,  we  help 
trees  heal  themselves.” 

“Being  able  to  take  a  young,  strong,  healthy  tree  and 
help  it  grow  into  something  that  will  last  100  years,  despite 
man  and  the  environment,  is  rewarding  to  me,  Halsey  ad¬ 
ded.  ,  .  ,  , 

He  admits,  however,  that  there  are  some  problems  he  s 
not  able  to  correct  because  “it’s  impossible  to  know 
everything.”  „  . 

“But  there’s  never  an  end  to  what  I  can  learn,  Halsey 
said.  “New  techniques  and  tools  are  being  developed  all  the 

Halsey  said  he  is  currently  trying  to  develop  a  chemical 
which  will  speed  up  the  callous  growth  in  a  tree  s  healing 
process.  “Combining  what  I  know  about  growth  hormones 
and  what  I’ve  sucked  up  from  other  disciplines,  I  hope  to  be 
able  to  come  up  with  something  soon,  Halsey  said. 

Although  he  hopes  to  eventually  run  an  arboretum  of  his 
own,  Halsey  said  he  enjoys  his  work  at  BYU  very  much  and 
hopes  to  be  here  awhile. 

“I’ve  been  on  campuses  all  over  the  U.S.  and  B^U  has 
the  best  kept  grounds  I’ve  ever  seen,  he  said.  „  Students 
care  more  about  the  campus’  appearance  here. 

Halsey  reminds  all  students  to  abstain  from  breaking 
branches  or  doing  “anything  to  a  tree  that  you  wouldn  t  do 


to  yourself.”

2  dead  in  Soledad  prison  riot 

SOLEDAD,  Calif.  —  Two  Soledad  Prison  in¬ 
mates  were  killed  and  18  injured  Thursday  in  a 
race  riot  that  was  quelled  by  guards  who  waded  in 
among  the  battlers  firing  birdshot,  officials  said. 

“The  fighting  was  among  inmates,”  said  Phil 
Guthrie,  spokesman  for  the  state  Department  of 
Corrections.  “It  was  a  serious  riot,  but  it’s  under 
control  now.” 

He  said  two  men  were  killed  and  one  was  in  very 
serious  condition.  The  condition  of  the  other  in¬ 
jured  men  was  not  immediately  known. 

“It  was  tentatively  learned  that  it  was  a  fight  in 
which  browns  and  whites  were  aligned  against  the 
blacks,”  Guthrie  said.  “We  don’t  know  which,  if 
any,  group  was  the  aggressor  or  if  it  was  a  spon¬ 
taneous  thing.” 

He  said  it  was  necessary  for  guards  to  “go  in  on 
the  ground  and  separate  people.  There  were  a  few 
rounds  of  birdshot  fired,  but  not  many.  But  the  in¬ 
itial  observers  of  the  people  coming  off  the  yard 
saw  only  one  guy  who  had  been  struck  with 
birdshot,”  Guthrie  said. 

The  cause  of  the  outbreak,  and  the  identities  of 
the  dead  and  injured  were  not  immediately  dis¬ 
closed. 


Concert  victims  suffocated 


CINCINNATI,  Ohio  —  The  11  young  victims  of 
a  rock  concert  stampede  suffocated  under  the 
crush  of  other  bodies,  an  autopsy  report  concludes. 

The  report  came  Wednesday  as  President  Car¬ 
ter’s  son,  Chip,  passed  along  his  father’s  sym¬ 
pathies  in  the  tragedy  and  as  city  officials  began  to 
assess  what  had  happened  and  try  to  take  steps  to 
prevent  future  accidents.

New  developments  in  Iran  crisis 

WASHINGTON  —  The  Pentagon  announced 
that  three  more  Soviet  ships  had  been  sighted  in 
the  Indian  Ocean,  raising  Russian  naval  strength 
there  to  18  ships.  It  was  the  second  such  increase  in 
two  weeks.  U.S.  naval  strength  in  the  Indian 
Ocean-Arab  Sea  area  rose  to  21  ships  this  week  as 
the  carrier  Kitty  Hawk  led  a  task  force  into  waters 
south  of  the  Persian  Gulf. 

Secretary  of  State  Cyrus  R.  Vance  will  travel  to 
four  Western  European  capitals  next  week,  a 
spokesman  said,  but  refused  to  disclose  his  mis¬ 
sion.  Observers  believed  Vance  would  try  to  rally 
support  for  a  series  of  economic  and  diplomatic 
moves  against  Iran  which  President  Carter  said 
Wednesday  he  hoped  would  turn  “the  screws  a  lit¬ 
tle  tighter”  and  secure  release  of  the  hostages. 

A  high-level  State  and  Treasury  Department 
delegation  met  with  British  and  West  German  of¬ 
ficials  and  were  expected  to  travel  to  Switzerland 
to  discuss  U.S.  economic  steps  against  Iran,  of¬ 
ficials  said. 

The  Kuwati  newspaper  AlHadaf  said  that  coun¬ 
try  planned  to  send  an  envoy  to  Khomeini  to  help 
mediate  the  crisis,  but  there  was  no  official  word 
from  the  government.

INDEPENDENCE,  Mo.  —  The  Reorganized 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  issued 
a  statement  Thursday  reaffirming  the  equality  of 
women  under  its  religious  doctrines. 

The  statement,  issued  by  church  president 
Wallace  B.  Smith,  was  an  apparent  attempt  to 
make  it  clear  the  church  did  not  agree  with  the  ex- 
communication  by  the  Mormon  Church  this  week 
of  Sonia  Johnson,  who  had  campaigned  for  the 
Equal  Rights  Amendment. 

“The  present  age  is  witnessing  a  worldwide 
struggle  in  which  women  are  seeking  the  same 
equality  that  the  church  cherishes  in  scriptures 
and  resolutions.  Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the 
church  reconfirm  its  belief  in  the  principle  of 
equality  as  applying  also  to  women.” 

Renee  Murray,  a  spokeswoman  for  the  church’s 
public  relations  agency,  said  the  church  had 
received  numerous  calls  about  its  policy  toward 
women  and  the  ERA  since  the  Mormon  Church  ex¬ 
communicated  Mrs.  Johnson  Wednesday  in  Sterl¬ 
ing,  Va. 


ERA  advocates  seek  Carter  aid 


WASHINGTON  —  Congressional  supporters  of 
the  Equal  Rights  Amendment  asked  President 
Carter  to  meet  with  them  about  appealing  a 
judge’s  preliminary  ruling  in  a  lawsuit  involving 
the  ERA. 

In  a  letter  sent  to  the  president  Thursday,  the 
lawmakers  said  it  is'  “essential”  that  the  Justice 
Department  appeal  the  refusal  by  U.S.  District 
Judge  Marion  Callister  to  disqualify  himself  from 
the  case  now  being  tried  in  Boise,  Idaho. 

The  suit,  filed  by  a  group  of  officials  and  state 
legislators  from  western  states,  seeks  to  invalidate 
a  congressionally  approved  extension  of  the 
original  seven-year  time  period  for  ratification  of 
the  ERA.  The  deadline  has  been  extended  from 
March  22,  1979  to  July  30,  1982. 

Callister  on  Oct.  4  declined  to  step  aside,  saying, 
“As  a  judge  I  have  no  obligation  to  the  church  to 
interpret  the  law  in  any  manner  other  than  that 
which  is  required  under  the  Constitution  and  the 
oath  which  I  have  taken.” 


Dissident  says  SALT  is  'paper' 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Soviet  leaders  will  regard 
the  Strategic  Arms  Limitation  Treaty  as  merely  a 
piece  of  paper  imposing  no  obligations  on  them, 
says  Russian  dissident  Alexander  Ginzburg. 

“I  have  a  very  poor  opinion  of  the  SALT  treaty,” 
Ginzburg  told  a  news  conference  at  the  University 
of  Utah  Wednesday.  “But  at  the  same  time  I  don’t 
know  the  American  electorate  as  well  as  does  the 


U.S.  Senate.  Maybe  the  American  public  likes  to 
live  dangerously.” 


Speaking  through  an  interpreter,  Ginzburg  said, 
“The  whole  history  of  Soviet-American  relations  is 
marked  by  various  treaties  that  they  (Soviet 
leaders)  have  entered,  into  and  systematically 
ignored.”  ■ 

Ginzburg,  43,  was  expelled  from  the  Soviet  Un¬ 
ion  in  April.  He  served  three  prison  sentences  in 
connection  with  his  anti-Soviet  activities.  The 
latest  was  for  his  work  in  monitoring  how  well  the 
human  rights  provisions  of  the  Helsinki  accords 
were  being  carried  out  in  the  Soviet  Union.

A  State  Board  of 
Education’s  evaluation 
of  Provo  Canyon  Boys 
School  brought  a 
“refreshing”  outlook  for 
its  staff  and  workers  af¬ 
ter  being  the  object  of 
tremendous  criticism, 
the  school’s  executive 
director  said  Thursday. 

In  an  unusual  move 
the  State  Board  of 
Education  under  the 
direction  of  Walter  D. 
Talbot,  investigated  the 
private  school  for  boys 
“to  determine  com¬ 
pliance  with  state  and 
federal  laws  related  to 
special  education  and  to 
offer  suggestions  for 
program  improvement.” 

Involved  in  lawsuit 

For  the  past  year  the 
school  has  been  in  court 
over  a  lawsuit  filed  by 
the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union.  The 
suit  charges  the  school 
with  alleged  violations 
of  some  student’s  civil 
rights. 

The  board’s  evalua¬ 
tion  doesn’t  carry  the 
legal  weight  of  a  license, 
but  one  of  approval,  said 
Eugene  Thorne,  the 


The  board’s  evalua¬ 
tion  had  high  praise  for 
the  school’s  facilities, 
staff  and  programs.  The 
evaluation  also  made 
several  suggestions  for 
improvement  with 
which  the  school  was  not 
required  to  comply. 

School  complied 
“Provo  Canyon 
School  has  complied 
with  all  suggestions  and 
recommendations  made 
by  the  State  board,” 
Thorne  said. 


Thorne  said  the  law¬ 
suit  has  hurt  the  school 
financially  through  loss 
of  students.  It  forced  the 
school  to  lay  off  some 
staff  and  postpone  a  new

Kathryn  Collard, 
ACLU  attorney  in 
charge  of  the  case,  said 
other  objections  brought 
against  the  school  in¬ 
volve  how  the  boys  are 
disciplined.  One  of  the 
allegations  is  the  use  of 
the  “hair  dance.”  The 
suit  claims  it  is  the 
method  a  counselor  uses 
to  bring  a  physically  out 
of  control  student  under 
control  by  grabbing  his 
hair.

U.S.  embassy  in  Tehran 
was  a  result  of  American 
support  of  the  hated 
monarch. 

“The  Shah  is  a 
tyrant,”  said  Kader. 
“There  is  no  other  way 
to  look  at  it,  and  we 
don’t  understand  the 
damage  he  has  done  to 
the  Iranian  people.  So 
they’ll  twist  our  arm  un¬ 
til  we  say  ‘Uncle.’  ” 

But  both  speakers 
said  the  takeover  of  the 
U.S.  Embassy  was  an 
unlawful  actum ;  which 
could  not  be  condoned. 

Miss  Bowen  said  the 
United  States  had  often 
interfered  in  Iran’s 
domestic  affairs.  Bet¬ 
ween  the  years  of  1972- 
1978,  the  United  States 
sold  over  $10  billion 
.  worth  of  armaments  to 
Iran  and  trained  the 
Shah’s  armies  and  secret 
police,  she  said.  She  said

Academy  gets  second  life

Abandoning  shopping 
mall  plans  of  the  former 
developer,  Academy 
Square’s  new  owner  will 
soon  begin  renovating 
and  converting  the 
buildings  into  offices. 

The  historic  buildings 
of  the  Brigham  Young 
Academy,  on  lower 
campus,  will  be  turned 
into  an  office  complex 
by  JMB  Construction 
under  the  direction  of 
Great  Northern 
Developers,  a  Provo 
development  firm. 

The  announcement  of 


Northern  Developers 
finalized  the  purchase  of 
the  buildings  from 
Collier  Heinz,  Inc.,  said 
Martin  Boulton,  presi¬ 
dent  of  JMB  Construc¬ 
tion. 

The  former  owner  of 
Academy  Square  had 
proposed  turning  it  into 
a  shopping  center 
similar  to  Trolley 
Square  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

“We  couldn’t  see  do¬ 
ing  that  because  for  one 
thing  the  parking  was  a 
problem,”  Boulton  said.

“Also,  we’d  be  running 
in  conflict  with  the  big 
mall  development  going 
in  downtown.” 

Boulton  said  80  per¬ 
cent  of  Academy  Square 
will  be  office  space,  with 
restaurants,  and 
possibly  specialty  shops, 
theaters  and  a  gym¬ 
nasium  accounting  for 
the  rest  of  the  project. 

“These  are  nice  big 
gorgeous  buildings. 
They’re  a  wreck  right 
now  inside  and  out,  but 
after  we’re  through 
they’ll  be  quite  a 
landmark  for  Provo,” 
Boulton  said. 

The  entire  project  will 
cost  between  $5  million 
and  $7  million,  and  it 
totals  100,000  square 
feet,  Boulton  said. 


“We’re  not  going  to 
modernize  anything.  It 
will  be  up  to  date 
mechanically,  elec¬ 
trically  and  so  forth,  but 
the  interior  will  be  like 
the  early  1900’s.” 

Renovation  of  the  four 
buildings  in  Academy 
Square  will  be  done  in 
four  phases,  Boulton  ex¬ 
plained. 

“We’re  going  to  start 
with  the  northwest  cor¬ 
ner  in  the  next  few 
weeks.  Phase  two 
building  will  probably 
start  in  the  middle  of 
1980,  and  the  others  we 
hope  to  have  done  in 
1982,”  he  said. 

“There  is  about  15,000 
square  feet  in  the  first 
building,”  Boulton  con¬ 
tinued.  “We  expect  to 


have  some  of  the  first 
building  ready  for  oc¬ 
cupancy  next  August  or 
September.  It  will 
primarly  be  office  space. 
There  may  be  a 
restaurant  on  the  lower 
floor,  but  the  lease 
hasn’t  been  signed  yet.” 

Boulton  said  several 
businesses  have  in¬ 
dicated  an  interest  in 
Academy  Square,  but 
full-scale  advertising 
and  lining  up  of  actual 
tenants  will  begin  later 
this  month.

Jeffrey  H.  Willis, 
bishop  of  the  Sterling 
Park  (Virginia)  Ward  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  released  today 
the  findings  of  a  bishop’s 
hearing  relative  to  the 
membership  of  iSonia 
Johnson. 

In  a  letter  delivered  to 
Mrs.  Johnson  this  after¬ 
noon,  Bishop,,  .Willis 
stated,  “For  the  benefit 
of  all  concerned  in 
Church  courts,  the 
proceedings  art? -usTially 
private  and  connffermal. 
However,  since  you  have 
raised  the  issue  to  the 
(news)  media,  it'  Ras 
become  necessary  that  I 
make  a  public  statement 
on  the  reasons  for  this 
action.” 

In  the  letter,  Bishop 
Willis  pointed  out  that 
discussions  have  been 
held  during  the  past 
eighteen  months  with 
Mrs.  Johnson.  He 
stated,  “As  you  know,  I 
have  at  no  time  tried  to 
dissuade  you  from  seek¬ 
ing  the  ratification  of 
the  (Equal  Rights) 
amendment.  I  have 
counseled  with  you 
relative  to  your  support 
of  Church  leaders  and 
doctrine.” 

He  pointed  out  further 
that  there  are  other 
members  of  the  Church 
who  support  ERA,  “and 
to  ,  the  best  of  my 
knowledge,”  he  said, 
“no  Church  action  has 
been  taken,  nor  is  their 
membership  in  ques¬ 
tion.” 

Bishop  Willis  stated 
that  the  three  basic 
issues  in  the  hearing, 
mutually  agreed  upon 
between  himself  and 
Mrs.  Johnson,  were  as 
follows: 

1.  Have  your  (Mrs. 
Johnson’s)  actions  in¬ 
fluenced  members  and 
non-members  to  oppose 
Church  programs  —  i.e. 
missionary  program? 

2.  Have  your  actions 
and  statements  ad¬ 
vocated  diminished  sup¬ 
port  of  Church  leaders? 

3.  Have  you  presented 
false  doctrine  which 
would  damage  others 
spiritually? 

Citing  the  two  hearing 
sessions  which  lasted 
more  than  seven  hours, 
Bishop  Willis  said, 
“Your  witnesses  were 
heard  and  your  evidence 
presented  to  your 
acknowledged  satisfac¬ 
tion." 

The  particulars  in  the 
hearing  included  the 
following: 

‘‘You  testified  that 
you  believe  and  have 
publicly  stated  that  our 
(Mormon)  society, 


Mrs.  Johnson’s  words)  ‘a 
savage  Misogyny;’  when 
in  fact  it  is  Church  doc-  I 
trine  that  exaltation  can 
be  gained  only  through 
the  love  that  results  in 
the  eternal  bonding  of  I 
man  and  woman. 

“You  also  testified 
that  you  believe  and 
have  taught  that  (Mor¬ 
mon)  missionaries 
should  not  be  invited 
into  people’s  homes. 

“You  have  publicly 
taught  that  the  Church 
is  dedicated, to  imposing 
the  Prophet’s  moral 
directives  upon  all 
Americans  when  it  is  the 
doctrine  of  the  Church 
that  all  people  are  free  to 
choose  for  themselves 
those  moral  directives 
dictated  by  their  own 
consciences. 

“Your  testimony  and 
public  speeches 
evidence  in  spirit  that 
you  are  not  in  harmony 
with  Church  doctrine 
concerning  the  nature  of 
God  and  the  manner  in 
which  he  directs  His 
church  on  earth.” 

The  finding  of  the 
hearing:  excommunica¬ 
tion. 

Excommunication 
does  not  preclude  future 
affiliation  with  the 
Church.  Members  of  the 
Church  in  the  ward  and 
stake  in  which  Mrs. 
Johnson  resides  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  let  her  know 
of  their  love  for  her  and 
to  assist  her  in  ap¬ 
propriate  ways  should 
she  indicate  a  desire  one 
day  to  have  her  mem¬ 
bership  restored.

UNM  basketball 
losses  five  more 


ALBUQUERQUE,  N.M.  (AP)  —  Five  more  Un¬ 
iversity  of  New  Mexico  basketball  players  were 
declared  ineligible  Thursday  by  university  officials, 
leaving  just  six  players  on  the  squad. 

A  spokesman  for  President  William  “Bud”  Davis 
said  Larry  Belin,  Larry  Hubbard,  Andre  Logan,  Paul 
Roby  and  Larry  Tarrance  each  received  three  credits 
for  courses  at  Ottawa  University  in  Ottawa,  Kan., 
but  had  never  been  enrolled  in  them. 

The  spokesman,  who  asked  that  he  not  be  iden¬ 
tified,  said  the  players  told  officials  they  had  no 
knowledge  of  how  the  credits  got  on  their  transcripts 
and  said  the  credit  hours  should  be  removed. 

The  players  are  ineligible  without  the  credit  hours, 
the  spokesman  said. 

Three  were  starters 

Belin,  Logan  and  Roby  were  starters. 

Belin  was  an  All-Western  Athletic  Conference 
selection  in  1978-79  and  the  team’s  top  returning 
scorer.  Logan  was  a.  co-captain  this  year. 

University  officials  said  last  week  that  guard  Craig 
Gilbert  was  ineligible  because  of  junior  college 
transcript  problems. 

The  University  began  checking  the  eligibility  of  the 
remaining  players  after  the  FBI  announced  it  was  in¬ 
vestigating  possible  bribery  and  friail  fraud  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  junior  college  transcript  of  Gilbert. 

As  a  result,  Coach  Norm  Ellenberger  and  his  top 
recruiting  assistant,  Manny  Goldstein,  were  suspen¬ 
ded  indefinitely  last  week  by  Dd'Rsi  ' 

Win  will  be  forfeited 

The  spokesman  for  Davis  said  Thursday  the  Lobos 
would  forfeit  Tuesday’s  112-100  win  over  West  Texas 
State  because  some  of  the  five  played. 

Earlier  Wednesday  John  Bridges,  in  his  first  day  as 
UNM  athletic  director,  said  the  Lobo  basketball 
program  might  have  to  fold  up  for  the  season  if  too 
many  players  were  declared  ineligible. 

Another  official,  dean  of  admissions  Robert 
Weaver,  also  said  that  was  a  possibility  and  added, 
“if  their  transcripts  were  lateqppjyep  to  be  OK,  we’d 
reinstate  them  later.” 

Bridgers  admitted  that  if  the  Lobos  are  left  with 
only  the  remnants  of  a  team.  “I  wouldn’t  foresee  a 
very  good  season.  That’s  for  sure.” 

“I  would  foresee  that  we  would  do  our  best  with 
what  we  have  available,”  he  added.  “Check  out  some 
of  those  intramural  champions  from  last  year, 
maybe.” 

But  after  the  five  were  found  ineligible  a  university 
official  said  the  team,  which  was  bolstered  with  the 
addition  of  a  football  player  Wednesday,  would  play 
Saturday  night  against  arch-rival  New  Mexico  State 
in  Las  Cruces.

Wyoming  football  program 
still  searching  for  new  coachl

Dear  LaVell: 

It  came  to  our  attention  recently  that  the  chief  comedy 
editorialist  of  the  Lebanon  Reporter,  a  Mr.  Owen  Hansen,  wrote 
a  mythical  letter  of  bizarre  quality  to  Indiana  football  coach  Lee 
Corso. 

,  I  hope  you,  as  I  did,  had  an  opportunity  to  read  this  extremely 
clever,  if  not  shocking,  piece  of  literature.  Brother  Hansen’s  un¬ 
inhibited  style,  without  a  doubt,  raised  a  few  eyebrows  among 
the  BYU  contingency.  However,  I  felt  that  as  a  reporter,  Hansen 
is  wasting  his  talents,  when  he  could  be  writing  first  string  com¬ 
edy  for  NBC’s  Saturday  Night  Live. 

Coach,  I  have  chosen  to  write  this  letter  in  the  form  of  a  rebut¬ 
tal,  in  hope  of  counteracting  the  low  blows  delivered  by  one 
Brother  Hansen.

An  Orem  company 
has  donated  a  device  to 
the  BYU  Ther¬ 
mochemical  Institute 
that  can  measure  rates 
of  heat  production  of 
less  than  a  millionth  of  a 
watt. 

Tropac,  Inc,,  has 
given  a  calorimeter  to 
the  institute  in  memory 
of  the  late  Dr.  Darrel  J. 
Mdnsori.  Tronac  has 
donated  a  piece  of 
equipment  to  the  in¬ 
stitute  in  memory  of 
Monson  each  year  since 
1976. 

Monson  was  the  assis- 
tant;  academic  vice 
president  for  learning 
resources  at  BYU  and 
the  president  and  co¬ 
founder  of  Tronac. 

Tronac  works  closely 
with  the  Ther¬ 
mochemical  Institute 
and  according  to 
William  W.  Bullock, 
president  of  the  com¬ 
pany,  BYU  was  in¬ 
strumental  in  helping  to 
produce  the  prototype  of 
the  calorimeter  donated 
to  the  institute. 

“This  is  the  most  sen¬ 
sitive  calorimeter  in  the 
world  today,”  said  Dr. 
Delbert  Eatough,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  BYU  institute. 
“It  will  be  an  extremely 
useful  tool  in  the  study 
of  any  low  rate  heat 
process.” 

The  new  instrument  is 
already  scheduled  for 
use  in  some  important 
projects,  according  to 
Eatough. 

Th.e  calorimeter  is 
used '  by  battery  com¬ 


panies  to  measure  the 
rate  of  heat  loss  in  bat¬ 
teries,  enabling  the 
manufacturers  to  deter¬ 
mine  battery  life  and 
screen  defective  bat¬ 
teries. 

The  calorimeter  also 
helps  scientists  to  better 
understand  internal  bat¬ 
tery  reaction.  “It  has 
become  the  standard  of 
qualify  control  in  the 
battery  industry,”  said 
Eatough.

Star  Trek  called 
highest  risk  film 

HOLLYWOOD  AP  -  “Star  Trek  -  The  Motion 
Picture”  blasts  off  in  900  U.S.  and  Canada  theaters 
Friday,  culminating  the  biggest  gamble  in  Hollywood 
history. 

Consider  the  hazards: 

—Production  costis  set  an  all-time  record,  repor¬ 
tedly  at  $42  million. 

— The  movie  is  based  on  a  television  series  that 
failed  in  its  first  run,  though  its  reruns  attracted  a 
legion  of  followers. 

— The  stars  are  not  exactly  box-office  names: 
Leonard  Nimoy,  William  Shatner  and  DeForest 
Kelly  from  the  series,  plus  India-born  Persis  Kham- 
batta  as  the  bald  Ilia  from  Planet  Delta  Four. 

— Popularity  of  The  space  spectacular  may  have 
peaked  with  “Star  Wars”  and  “Close  Encounters  of 
the  Third  Kind.” 

Despite  these  drawbacks,  Paramount  Pictures  ex¬ 
ecutives  say  they  are  jubilant  over  the  finished  film 
and  confident  that  the  gamble  will  produce  heavy 
rewards. 

The  man  most  responsible  for  sending  “Star  Trek” 
aloft  is  white-fiired1  director  Robert  Wise.  The 
producer  was  GetiS ’Rnddenberry,  creator  of  the  TV 
series.  At  the  end  of  22  months  of  intensive  work, 
Wise  (“West  Side  Story,”  “The  Sound  of  Music”) 
seemed  both  relieved  and  exhilarated. 

“I’m  generally  pleased  with  how  the  picture  turned 
out,”  he  remarked  in  his  modest  office  at  the  western 
end  of  the  Paramount  lot  (once  RKO,  where  he  star¬ 
ted  as  a  cutter  in  1933). 

“Considering  the  goals  and  aim  that  we  started  out 
to  accomplish,  I  think  we  succeeded.  The  look  and 
feel  of  the  picture  is  good,  the  characters  are  well 
developed,  and  the  story  held  up  well.  At  least  I  think 
so.  We  won’t  really  know  until  the  picture  opens  Fri¬ 
day.  We  had  no  sneak  previews.  This  is  my  38th  film 
and  never  before  have  I  released  one  without  a 
sneak.” 

There  was  no  time.  Last  Saturday,  Wise  was  dubb¬ 
ing  the  sound  track  at  2:30  a.m.,  and  looking  at  com¬ 
posite  reels  at  3  a.m.  He  returned  at  noon  to  correct  a 
miscut  in  the  sound  negative,  then  reviewed  the 
backup  sound  at  6  p.m.  That  was  his  last  official  act. 

“They  have  been  printing  reels  as  soon  as  I  finished 
them,”  he  said.  “This  week  I  looked  in  on  Stage  12  at 
MGM  and  saw  hundreds  of  shipping  cases.  Some  360 
were  shipped  Monday,  300  Tuesday  and  the  rest 
Wednesday.”  Wise  worried  that  he  would  have  to 
hand-carry  a  print  to  the  premiere  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  Thursday  night. 

Wise  said  he  didn’t  know  the  final  costs.  The  $42 
million  figure  seemed  “about  right, ’^but'  a  reported 
$15  million  overage  because  of  speedup  of  special  ef¬ 
fects  “seems  high,”  he  said.

Proper  preparation  of  parcels,  use  of  zip  codes  and 
early  mailing  are  the  “secrets  to  success  for  timely 
delivery  of  Christmas  cards  and  gifts,”  said  Provo 
Postmaster  Robert  Q.  Strong. 

He  said  parcels  should  be  well  wrapped  in  solid 
cartons  to  insure  safe  delivery  of  goods. 

“Don’t  use  masking  tape  or  Scotch  tape  for  sealing 
cartons,”  Strong  said,  “use  wrapping  tape.” 

He  also  said  that  use  of  the  proper  zip  code  will 
help  delivery  of  packages  and  letters.  “The  postage 
will  be  delayed  if  the  zip  code  isn’t  on  it,  and  the 
further  it  has  to  go,  the  longer  it  will  take  because  it 
will  constantly  have  to  be  checked.”

Colorado  town  using 
unusual  energy  source 


While  the  world  is  running  around 
trying  to  figure  out  ways  to  beat  the  oil 
crisis,  the  town  of  Lamar,  Colo., 
decided  to  heck  with  that  worry,  and 
implemented  its  own  energy  source  — 
manure. 

Bio  Gas  of  Colorado,  Inc.,  has 
proven  the  practicality  of  converting 
animal  waste  into  methane  gas,  and 
has  even  won  the  city’s  gas-fired 
generators  exemption  from  the  govern¬ 
ment  mandate  to  convert  from  natural 
gas  to  coal  for  the  production  of  elec- 
tricty. 

Looking  ahead  to  the  80s,  the  Bio 
Gas’  method  is  expected  to  handle  all 
of  the  Arkansas  River  Valley,  Colo., 
energy  needs  and  is,  in  fact,  the 
proprietor  of  enormous  energy 
available  through  the  methane  gas 
system.  The  Arkansas  River  Valley  is 
on  the  brink  of  enormous  development 
largely  because  of  this  abundant  new 
source  of  energy  available  to  any  new 
industry. 

The  Lamar  Bio  Gas  plant  will  take 
two  years  to  complete  and  is  now  en¬ 
tering  the  final  stage  of  its  preliminary 
activities. 


The  primary  financing  of  the  project 
has  been  through  federal  loans  totaling 
$14  million  —  but  the  most  important 
aspect  of  the  project  is  that  the  interest 
by  the  Departments  of  Agriculture  and 
Energy  has  actually  provided  more 
credibility  than  any  financial  support 
they  have  received. 

Funding  has  also  been  provided  by 
the  Four  Corners  Regional  Council  for 
Governments. 

Although  Bio  Gas  conversion  is 
nothing  new  and  there  are  various 
ways  to  carry  out  the  process  (Lamar 
uses  the  anaerobic  digester  method) 
still  the  example  Lamar  has  set  is  tak¬ 
ing  positive  action  to  solve  the  energy 
situation  is  worthy  of  much  more 
notice  than  it  has  received. 

Perhaps  if  we  took  our  heads  out  of 
Iran  and  put  them  in  Lamar,  Colorado, 
things  wouldn’t  be  so  difficult  to  solve 
after  all.  The  idea  isn’t  that  Lainar  has 
done  any  profound  inventing  —  they 
simply  quit  talking  and  actually  dug  in 
to  do  something  about  the  energy 
problem,  □

Sonia  Johnson,  who  was  excom¬ 
municated  from  the  LDS  Church  this 
week,  appears  in  the  news  media  as  a 
well-intentioned  woman  who  is 
bewildered,  hurt  and  surprised  by  her 
expulsion  from  her  church. 

During  the  days  leading  up  to  her 
trial  before  a  bishop’s  court,  church  of¬ 
ficials  understandably  refused  to  com¬ 
ment  on  the  case.  Most  of  the  informa¬ 
tion  about  what  was  happening  came 
from  —  and  was  colored  by  —  Mrs. 
Johnson,  and  the  picture  America  got 
was  one  of  a  courageous  woman 
punished  for  merely  speaking  out  in 
support  of  the  Equal  Rights  Amend¬ 
ment. 

However,  speeches  made  earlier  by 
Mrs.  Johnson  paint  a  different  picture 
of  her.  In  those  speeches,  she  belittled 
and  ridiculed  doctrines  and  the 
leadership  of  the  LDS  Church  and 
urged  people  not  to  talk  to  church 
missionaries. 

These  speeches  were  given  before 
various  audiences  including  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  American  Psychological 
Association  in  New  York  on  Sept.  1. 
The  title  of  the  paper  Mrs.  Johnson 
read  to  the  association  is  “Patriarchal 
Panic:  Sexual  Politics  in  the  Mormon 
Church.” 

That  paper  describes  women  rising 
up  against  a  sinister,  all-male  con¬ 
spiracy  that  debases  and  oppresses 
women  in  the  church. 

Following  .the  New  York  speech, 
Mrs.  Johnson  made'  a  speaking  tour 
during  which  she  repeated  many  of  the 
charges  leveled  at  the  church  and  its 
leaders. 

Mrs.  Johnson’s  own  words  tell  the 
story  best.  Here  are  excerpts  from  her 
New  York  speech  and  a  news  account 
of  a  Montana  speech  that  provide  the 


backdrop  for  the  church  court  action 
against  her. 

From  the  address  to  the  American 
Psychological  Association: 

Because  Mormon  women  are  trained 
to  desire  above  all  else  to  please  men 
(and  I  include  in  this  category  God, 
whom  all  too  many  of  us  view  as  an  ex- 
■■  tension  of  our  chauvinist  leaders).  .  .  . 

The  Mormons,  a  tiny  minority,  are 
dedicated  to  imposing  the  prophet’s 
moral  directives  upon  all  Americans, 
and  they  may  succeed  if  Americans  do 
not  become  aware  of  their  methods  and 
goals.  ... 

So  many  of  us  in  the  church  are  so 
unalterably  opposed  to  this  covert  and 
oppressive  activity  that  one  of  the  ma¬ 
jor  purposes  of  Mormons  for  ERA  has 
become  to  shine  light  upon  the  murky 
political  activities  of  the  church,  and 
to  expose  to  other  Americans  its  ex¬ 
ploitation  of  women’s  religious  com¬ 
mitment  for  its.  self-serving  male 
political' purposes.  .  .  '. 

These  rulings  (on  placing  auxiliaries 
under  priesthood  direction)  —  which 
have  serious  harmed  women’s  self¬ 
esteem,  lowered  our  status,  made  us 
bootlickers  and  toadies  to  the  men  of 
the  church,  and  destroyed  what  little 
freedom  Of  choice  we  had  —  these  rul¬ 
ings  reveal  the  depth  of  the  brethren’s 
fear  of  independent,  non-permission- 


asking  women,  the  kind  of  women 
which  are  erherging  from  the  women’s 
movement.  .  .  . 

I  receive  phone  calls  and  letters  from 
Mormon  women  all  over  the  country, 
and  each  has  a  story  or  two  to  tell:  how 
two  Mormon  women  in  one  meeting  in¬ 
dependently  stood  and  spoke  of  their 
Mother  in  Heaven,  how  they  met  af¬ 
terwards  and  wept  together  in  joy  at 
having,  found  and  named  Her;  how  a 
courageous  Mormon  woman  is  prepar¬ 
ing  to  make  the  first  public  demand  for 
the  priesthood.  “ The  time  has  come,  ” 
she  says  calmly,  “for  women  to  insist 
upon  full  religious  enfranchisement.” 
This  statement  is  the  Mormon 
woman’s  equivalent  of  the  shot  heard 
’round  the  world! 

Our  patriarchy  may  be  The  Last  Un¬ 
mitigated  (Patriarchy),  but  it  is  no 
longer  Unchallenged.  A  multitude  of 
Mormon  women  are  through  asking 
permission.  We  are  waking  up  and 
growing  up,  and  in  our  waking  and 
growing  can  be  heard  —  distinctly  — 
the  death  rattle  of  the  patriarchy. 

During  her  speaking  tour,  Mrs. 
Johnson  was  quoted  in  the  news  media 
as  having  urged  listeners  to  reject  the 
missionaries  that  might  come  to  their 
doors.  The  Billings  Gazette  ran  a  story 
on  Aug.  29  about  a  speech  by  Mrs, 
Johnson  that  begins: 


The  chairman  of  a  group 
“ Mormons  for  ERA”  has  callet 
backers  to  close  their  doors  to  Moi 
missionaries  as  a  protest  to 
church’s  stand  against  the  E 
Rights  Amendment.  Speaking 
Kalispell  Monday  at  the  state 
ference  of  the  National  Organizati 
Woman,  which  also  backs  the 
Sonia  Johnson  said  image 
sciousness  is  important  to  the  Moi 
church.  She  said  members  of  gi 
that  support  ERA  should  ", let  i 
missionaries  know  when  they  cor, 
your  door  that  you  will  not  let  tht 
because  of  their  stand  on  ERA.” 

It  becomes  clearer,  after  res 
Mrs.  Johnson’s  statements,  whal 
bishop  meant  when  he  said  the  I 
Rights  Amendment  was  not  the 
in  her  trial. 

It  becomes  less  clear  why 
Johnson  seems  surprised  that  cl 
leaders  should  call  her  to  task  fo 
public  statements.

When  the  U.S.  refused  to  return  the  Shah  shortly  after 
the  capture  of  the  hostages,  Iran  retaliated  with  a  cutoff 
of  all  oil  to  the  U.S.  When  Iranians  tried  to  withdraw  all 
its  money  from  U.S.  banks,  President  Carter  quickly 
froze  all  Iranian  assets  in  U.S.  banks,  the  money  not  to 
be  withdrawn. 

Things  brightened  somewhat  when  women  and  Black 
hostages  were  released,  however  50  remain,  and  the  Ira¬ 
nian  government,  has  promised  those  remaining  will  be 
tried  as  spies.  President  Carter  called  a  news  conference 
and,  using  the  strongest  terms  possible,  declared  Iran 


responsible  for  any  harm  that  may  come  to  the  hostages. 


Time  wears  on  and  patience  grows  thin.  In  Iran,  the 
Ayatollah  orders  that  all  citizens,  including  women  and 
children,  learn  to  shoot.  In  the  U.S.  Carter  threatens  a 
complete  cutoff  of  all  food  shipments  to  Iran.  The  UN 
Security  Council  unanimously  votes  to  demand  the 
release  of  all  hostages  and  then  promises  investigations 
into  the  supposed  crimes  of  the  Shah.  Nothing,  however, 
is  said  about  the  return  of  the  Shah  to  Iran. 


Something  has  to  break  soon  or  the  only  pieces  left  on 
the  board  are  going  to  be  human  lives.  Meanwhile, 
church  bells  continue  to  toll.  □

Building  an  eyesore 


Every  morning  as  I  walk  on  the 
campus  I  see  something  which  is  driv¬ 
ing  me  crazy.  It  is  the  new  office-type 
structure  going  up,  or  rather  being 
squeezed  in  between,  the  McKay 
Building  and  the  Eyring  Physical 
Science  Center. 

That  building,  I  imagine,  is 
probably  costing  millions  of  dollars  in 
church  tithing  funds,  and  it  is  turning 
into  a  very  nice  classroom  building, 
but  do  vou  know  what  is  wronsr  with  it?

We  have  received  a  fair  amount  of 
requests  to  install  additional  “free” 
phones  in  the  Lee  Library.

Each  of  these  calls 
costs  20  cents  and  the  large  volume  of 
calls  has  forced  BYU  to  pay  in  excess  of 
$1,000  a  month  for  directory  assistance 
calls,  an  amount  that  would  pay  for 
three  “free”  phones  for  a  year.  In  the 
future,  please  dial  BYU  information , 
(ext.  4381)  if  a  number  is  needed  —  it’s 
free! 

The  temporary  problem  we  are  now 
faced  with  is  the  changeover  of  the  en¬ 
tire  BYU  telephone  system  going  into 
effect  in  the  first  part  of  January.  After 
Jan.  15,  there  will  be  an  additional 
“free”  phone  installed.  These  “free” 
phones  are  paid  for  by  ASBYU  funds* 
please  don’t  abuse  this  service.
